flares and 
hopes drew the efforts of the 
United 
States Army a n d

fic Ocean today in search for 
the six men and one woman 
lost in the $35,000 Dole air 
race to Honolulu. 
While 
seven 
destroyers 
were deployed along a twenty- 
one mile front across the 
great circle steamer lane be­ 
tween San Francisco and Ha­ 
waii, and the airplane carrier 
Langley and the aircraft ten­ 
der Aroostook sent out sea 
and land planes to scout an 
80-mile patch of ocean, army 
aircraft stationed on the Ha­ 
waiian Islands were dispatch­ 
ed to search the slopes of 
Mauna Kea, on the Island of 
Hawaii. 
Several persons reported having 
seen a green flare rise and die, 
8.000 feet up on the rugged moun­ 
tainside Sunday night. 
Major-General Edward M. Lewis, 
hearing the reports, ordered three 
of the army's 
airplanes to leave 
Duke Field, Honolulu, today, ana 
search over the Island of Hawaii, 
using

H alem aum au Landing 
Field, on Hawaii, 
as their base. 
They are expected 
to return to 
Luke Field tomorrow'. 
After ascertaining th at no camp­

Navy farther over the Paci­ 
fic Ocean today in search for 
the six men and one woman 
lost in the $35,000 Dole air 
race to Honolulu.

were deployed aion? a twenty- 
one mile front across 
the 
?reat circle steamer lane be- 
tween San Francisco and Ha­ 
waii, and the airplane carrier 
Lan?ley and the aircraft ten­ 
der Aroostook sent out sea 
and land planes to scout an 
80-mile patch of ocean, army 
aircraft stationed on the Ha­ 
waiian Islands were dispatch­ 
ed to search the slopes of 
Mauna Kea, on the Island of 
Hawaii. 
Several persons reported having 
seen a green flare rise and die, 
8.000 feet. up on the rugged moun­ 
tainside Sunday night. 
Major-General Edward M. Lewii, 
hearing the reports, ordered three 
of the arm y's 
airplanes to leave 
Luke Field. Honolulu, today, ann 
search over the Island of Hawaii, 
using 
the 
Halemaumau Landing 
Field, on Hawaii, 
as their base. 
They are experted 
to return

Luke Field tomorrow.
